It would cost between $150,000
and  $200,000 . to install a storm
drain system to relleve flood water
conditions in the Harbor City dis-
trict, the board of supervisors was
informed this week by the Los An-
geles city engineer. This would be
an underground system, sufficient
to care for the flood waters which
are annually causing more damage
to property In the vicinity, it was
explained. .

Attention of the metropolitan
city to the flood water situation
was brought last fall”in a com-
munication from Secretary C. F.
